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$5.3 million rec complex —— 


gets Council approval 


St. Albert has decided to 
go for the ‘‘total package’ of 
a $5.3 million multi-compon- 
ent recreational facility whi- 
ch should get underway by 
March next year. 

Council gave the green 
light for the major develop- 
ment at its regular council 
meeting last Monday night. 

The facility will provide St. 
Albert residents a total re- 
creation package at a cost of 
$48.00 per residence per 
year. 

St. Albert Mayor Dick 
Plain commented that $4.00 
a month was a ‘‘pretty good 
club”’ for St. Albert residents 
to be part of. - 

Council had two other al- 
ternatives to consider but the 
long and the short of it was 
they went for the alternative 
which would give full access 
to the site and also include 
proper paving for the parking 


area. 

One alternative was that 
council was assuming eligi- 
bility for a SO per cent grant 
(50 per cent of $5.3 million or 
$2,650,000); another alter- 
native not voted for was a 
$4.9 million complex based 
on a 40 per cent grant. 

Architect for the complex 
is Phillips Barrett and the 
construction manager is Ba- 
toni Bowlen. 

But inflation has played 
havoc with council's original 
estimate for the complex 
which council feels has the 
backing of town residents. 

The original cost estimate 
only about six months ago 
was $4.4 million. The cost 
has been boosted by an 
inflation factor of 10 - 12 per 
cent ($440,000), a higher site 
cost estimate of $300,000 and 
design changes of $200,000.

ERPC requests 
growth statement 


The Town of St. Albert will 
give a major policy statement 
to the Edmonton Regional 
Planning Commission on 
metropolitan growth no later 
than February. 

The ERPC has requested 
this statement following its 
approval of a set of goals and 
related objectives directed 
towards Metropolitan Grow- 
th Management. 

These goals and objectives 
were developed from two 
rounds of meetings held in 
the study area’s councils and 
from public inputs received 
last spring. 

Mayor Dick Plain pointed 
out that the Committee of the 
Whole will have to give study 


to the upcoming statement, 
which will come in the 
middle of general plan 
activities. 

Council passed a motion 
committing itself to the 
policy statement vis-a-vis the 
ERPC and the report will be 
given to the ERPC when it is 
complete. 

Councillor Barry Breadner 
pointed out that he saw the 
policy statement to the ERPC 
as part of the ground work 
for St. Albert’s own general 
plan. 

The ERPC has provided 
the town with the frames of 
reference needs to that the 
relevant information can be 
supplied by St. Albert. 


stage sizes and also making 
allowance for shifting heavy 
equipment into the Arts and 
Crafts part of the complex. 

The town has worked out 
that the«recreation complex 
debenture repayment for 
1977, one year after the 
ground for the complex has 
been broken, will be $267,- 
453 divided by $68,890, or 
3.88 mills. 

With the 40 per cent grant 
for the complex already 
spoken for the balance to be 
financed by the town of St. 
Albert is $3,180,000. 

Other sources of financing 
this will be the sale of lot 1R 
block 11 at $400,000. Less 
the Braeside Reserve at 
$75,000 this comes to a 
balance of $325,000. 

Following this, the final 
balance to be financed is 
$2,855,000 and this will be 
amortized at eight per cent 
over 25 years or $267,425.91 
per year. 

The town has received 
approval of the 25 per cent 
cultural component for the 
complex but Mayor Dick 
Plain is disappointed that so 
far the provincial govern- 
ment had not come up with 
the extra 10 per cent in a 
regional component for the 
complex. 

Mayor Plain emphasized 
that he was still anxious for 
government approval here. 

Just before council gave 
first reading to the recreation 
complex bylaw, Councillor 
Rod Throndson registered 
his opposition to going ahead 
with the $5.3 million com- 
plex. 

Earlier he told council that 
he had mixed feelings about 
the .project anyway. He 
agreed with paving the site 
but he was opposed to the 
overpass from the proposed 
Abbey Glen: shopping mall

St. Albert may go it 
alone on water supply 


The Town of St. Albert 
may make an appeal to the 
Public Utilities Board be- 
cause of the high cost of 
getting its water from Ed- 
monton. 

Town administrator Bob 
Byron revealed this last 
Thursday following the City 
of Edmonton's decision to 
approve a 35 per cent sur- 
charge on water rates to 
municipal jurisdictions out- 


side Edmonton's boundaries. 

Mr. Byron termed the 
Edmonton water rates as 
“exorbitant.” 

He said that St. Albert had 
commissioned a water report 
- now in the final printing 
stage - which is expected to 
be released this week, to look 
at the feasibility of St. Albert 
going it alone with an in- 
dependent water supply. 

The report will determine 


if such an independent water 
supply exists, and whether or 
not it would be cheaper to 
look at sources from ground- 
water, Big Lake or the North 
Saskatchewan River. 

Mr. Byron said that St. 
Albert had always budgeted 
for Edmonton going with the 
35 per cent water surcharge 
and it looks as if the town 
administrator anticipated ri-

Mayor Plain said it’s bad 
that St. Albert is such a 
major regional centre with 
hospital and other facilities 
close at hand yet no proper 
accommodation for seniors. 


He pointed out that he 
wanted to keep the seniors 
informed of every move the 
town was making on their 
accommodation; this was 
proving difficult with the 
present mail strike.

Edmonton 'City Council 
was asked October 28 to 
approve a 15 per cent interim 
surcharge on municipal wat- 
er rates, but this was 
reversed to the original 35 
per cent. 

+Also, last July Edmonton 
increased its water rates to 
St. Albert and other outside 
jurisdictions up to 80 per 
cent. 

This led St. Albert to draw 
up a bylaw which has had 
third reading and would up 
St. Albert water rates by 49 
per cent. 

‘This has not yet been 
felt,’’ Mr. Byron commen- 
ted. However when the next 
water bills go out to St. 
Albert residents they will 
notice the rate has increased 
considerably. 

And if the mail strike has 
not been resolved by the time 
the bills are ready, they will 
be delivered by hand. 

The 49-per cent increase in 
the town water rate means an 
extra $2.25 will be slapped 
on the monthly billing, from 
$4.60 to $6.85 for average 
consumption. The only way 
that St. Albert residents can 
cut back on their water bills 
is to use less water. 

Looking at the water fracas 
from the city side, the 35 per 
cent surcharge was sus- 
pended by city council last 
July. Edmonton calculated 
that under that surcharge the 
outlying municipalities 
would owe the city about 
$217,000. 

(St. Albert's contribution 
to this figure would be 
$20,000). Under the 15 per 
cent surcharge, they (the 
outlying jurisdictions) would 
owe about $132,000. 

City Commissioner Doug 
Burroughs said that Ed- 
monton will supply water to 
St. Albert till ‘Hell freezes,”’ 
but he resents the fact that 
St. Albert is balking over the 
$20,000 to take part in a high 
class guaranteed water sup- 
ply. 

He said that Edmonton 
was trying to make sure that 
water was supplied at cost to 
the city and surrounding 
jurisdictions particularly in 
view of the fact that Ed- 
monton was trying to cover 
the cost of the new E. L. 
Smith $35 million water 
treatment plant. 

He pointed out that the 
supply of water to St. Albert 
via the city meter put a 13 
per cent burden on Ed- 


monton, The city had to 
recoup this by billing the 
difference between ‘‘our re- 
quirements and their re- 
quirements and this burden 
should not be carried by 
Edmonton,’’ the Commiss- 
ioner said. _ 

He added that Edmonton 
residents face another water 
rate increase at the end of 
the year. But the frontage 
charges that Edmontonians 
have been paying will dis- 
appear, he said. 

General Manager: for Ed- 
monton Water and Sanitation 
Phil Walker said that the 
surcharge which the outside 
municipalities are facing is 
geared ‘‘to pay interest on 
the interest on our $35 
million investment (in the 
water treatment plant.)”’ 

Commissioner Burroughs 
said that the municipalities 
had. objected to the sur- 
charge when it first came 
out. It had then been held in 
abeyance for three months 
for cost analysis so that 
Edmonton could get more 
information on the water 
usage of the outside juris- 
dictions. 

The surcharge had been 
suspended in July following 
consultations between St. 
Albert and Leduc. The sus- 
pension was in effect for 90 
days till the end of Sep- 
tember and then Edmonton 
extended this for another 
month, 

October 28 City council 
decided to go for the 35 per 
cent surcharge. That sur- 
charge has been in effect 
since 1926, Commissioner 
Burroughs explained. be- 
cause of the early installation 
of facilities in the city to cater 
for outside demands.

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Attempt to bolster discipline in schools 


When there have, been two 
cases in the past year of 
“‘quiet’’ students going into 

’ classrooms for a shoot-out, 
then turning the gun on 
themselves, the problem of 
common or garden discipline 
in schools. seems small beans 
indeed. 

Last week we had the case 
of another youth, reputed to 
be quiet and studious, going 
into a city school down east 
and wreaking havoc on an 
innocent class for God knows 
what reason. 

Against this background 
the Alberta School Trustees’ 
Association is holding a 
convention in Calgary cover- 
ing the whole gamut of 
education, including disci- 
pline and vandalism. 

Resolutions calling for 
stricter laws against vandal- 
ism in schools, discipline in 
classrooms and teachers 
administering discipline will 
come up at the convention, 
as well as a.call from the 
ASTA that the government 
abolish corporal punishment 
in al! schools receiving fin- 
ancial support from the 
province. 

Whatever.the cause for the 
savage outbreaks of violence 

‘described above, there is 
litte .doubt that something 
must be done to maintain 
discipline within the class- 
tooms of Alberta. Generally 
speaking Alberta classrooms 
seem to be much quieter 
places taan their American 
counterparts. 

This applies to 
classes in particular. 

But on the face of it, the 


rural 


evidence points out that the 
rising tide of violence and 
indiscipline has reached Al- 
berta and the authorities are 
preparing ways to meet the 
problem at the Trustees 
Convention in Calgary, Nov; 
ember 2 - 5. 

Instances have come to 
light of many young teachers 
leaving the profession be- 
cause, as they maintain, 
‘the modern student is bad 
mannered and inconsiderate 

‘toward teacher and fellow 
student alike.’’ There are 
also reports that at one 
school assembly teachers 
were booed by Grade Six and 
Seven students. 

And while the young 
teachers are getting disillu- 
sioned, older teachers in 
their fifties have been 
reported as saying they 
would quit and start another 
career if it were not too late. 

It seems that if the law- 
lessness among young peo- 
ple, both inside and out of 
classrooms, is not checked, 
there will be few teachers left 
at work in the classrooms. 
And. the trustees of the 
schools must face this. 

The real trustees in that 
sense are the teachers them- 
selves - they are much closer 
to the problem and need 
support from all sectors of 
the community. 

They are certainly getting 
that support from Alberta 
School Trustees Association. 
One of the resolutions com- 
ing up at the convention puts 
the ASTA as going on record 
as supporting teachers who

Veteran of both World Wars 


A resident of Youville 
Nursing Home was a soldier 
during both World Wars. 
Joseph Therrien says World 
War One was worse thax 
World War Two. 

In his opinion the close 
trench warfare in the first 
world war was more dan- 
gerous than the air bombings 
he experienced in Great 
Britain during World War 
Two. ‘‘There may have been 
as many killed in both wars . 

‘lL used to board at a hotel 
which has been renovated 
into the Bruin Inn,’’ he 
reminisced. ‘‘And | remem- 
ber how news about the end 
of World War One was 
spread by word-of-mouth. 

‘There was no radio in 
those days and only two cars 
per village. Peopie piled into 
the cars and travelled on 
earthen roads from Legal to 
Morinville with the good 
news. 

“Everyone was hilarious 
with joy when they heard 
about Armistice Day.” 


.. but the threat » life and 
limb in World Wir One is 
memorable,’’ he recalled. 

He enlisted in World War 
One during August 1917. A 
private in the First Alberta 
Regiment, he was in a home 
service which, he says, was 
ready to go on a secret 
mission in Siberia. 

‘‘We were going to be 
shipped as a_ precautionary 
measure to Vladvistok to 
help our boys protect West- 
ern interests from Czarists, 
Bolsheviks, Japanese and 
Mongols,’’ he said. ‘‘How- 
ever, the war in Europe 
ended and by December 12, 
1918, the Russian Revolution 
was over, SO we were dis- 
charged.”’ 

He says a contingent of a 
few thousand men went 
across the Pacific Ocean, but 
his regiment stayed in Cal- 
gary. Nevertheless, he rem- 
‘embers being issued shoes 
with metal rings on the soles 
and fur coats. 

The shoes were just like 
football or soccer boots with 
cleats,’’ he said. 

Soldiers were conscripted 
for World War One, Mr. 
Therrien recollected. ‘‘We 
had to go,’’ he said, ‘‘but 
there was no conscription for 
World War Two at first.”’ 

At the age of 43, Mr. 
Therrien passed a physical 
test with A-1 rating and 
joined the army September 
7, 1939. After being trained 
at the Edmonton Armouries, 
he was shipped overseas 
December 15. 

‘During the three years I 
was with the British head- 
quarters, | saw all the Battle 
of Britain blitzes from July 1 
to the end of October, 1940,”’ 
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from the students - in the 
worst cases that is.

or equipment and rooms 
damaged and disfigured to 
an incredible degree. 

It remains to be seen if the 
resolutions on tighter school 
discipline likely to be passed 
at the ASTA convention will 
have any teeth.

Every 20 minutes day and 
night 25 German planes 
bombed the island four 
months in a row, Mr.

Mr. Therrien returned to 
Canada in 1943 after a 


motorcycle dispatch rider 
collided with him while he 
was taking a message by foot 
during a manoeuver. 

“As a non-commissioned 
officer, I was doing whatever 
they needed me for. This 
included acting as English- 
French morse code inter- 
preter between the British 
brigade headquarters and 
Royal Canadian 22nd Regi- 
ment.”’ 

In 1919, Mr. Therrien 
married Roselia and lived at 
Legal. Before marrying her, 
however, he was a clerk at 
the Banque d’Hochelaga, 
formerly a St, Albert bank.
